LONDON, July 13.—The settle- 
ment signed in London yesterday 
by Finance Minister Caillaux cov- 
ers not only the French war debt, 
but virtually all the outstand'ng 
accounts between Great Britain 
and France. 

Announcement to this effect was 
made in the House of Commons 
today by Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, Winston Churchill. 

The French payments, he said, 
would be £4,000,000, £6,000,000, 
£8,000,000 and £10,000,000, rising 
to £12,500,000 ($62,500,000) an- 
nualiy, the last named figure be- 
ing reached in 1930. From 1930 
to 1956 the payment would be 
£12,600,000 annually, rising to 
£14,000,000 ($70,000,000) for the 
final 31 years, 

Precaution Against Default. 

There is no safeguarding clause 
in the agreement itself, but letters 
have been exchanged between the

Churchill said that this provision 
in no way invalidated the responsi- 
bility of France.

If one can believe Norwegian 
acquaintances, to say nothing of 
Norwegian Government officials and 
the evidence in black and white of 
whisky advertisements in the Oslo 
papers, it is comparatively easy to 
get forbidden liquor in Norway. 
But the stranger, speaking no Nor- 
wegian and not knowing the ropes, 
has hard sledding. I did meet a 
bootlegger in Oslo, but he sold 
only by the bottle to his clients.

The 
last vote on this subject in Norway 
was held in 1919, when 489,017 peo- 
ple voted in favor of the “wine and 
beer” regime and 304,673 against 
any sort of prohibition. 


Prophecy is a rash business, but 
the majority of the people with 
whom I talked seemed of the opin- 
ion that the forthcoming referen- 
dum will reinstate whisky, brandy 
and liquors. The referendum will 
not have the force of law, but it is 
practically certain that the Storth- 
ing will be guided by the popular 
vote. ' 

Prohibition in Norway, as in 
America, is very much a political 
question, and the partjes are much 
divided on it. The present Govern- 
ment is Conservative, based on 
Agrarian support. The Conserva- 
tives are wet and the Agrarians dry. 
Most of the Liberals, who also sup- 
port the Government, are. said to 
be dry. The Labor and Commun- 
ist opposition, mustering 74 votes 
in the Storthing against the Goy- 
ernment’s 76, is perhaps predomi- 
nantly dry. Thus there is. an ap- 
parent predominance of dry senti- 
ment in the Parliament, but this is 
not reflected in the Norwegian 
press, which is as a whole wet; nor, 
according to the anti-prohibition- 
ists, in the country at large. 


Increased Use of Wines. 


One argument of the wets is that 
the present system really makes for 
excessive drinking.

T South on this tremendous scale 

has all had its political conse- 
quences. The most signal exam- 
ple of it occurred in the recent 
session of Congress, during the 
fram'‘ng of the tax bill. There we 
saw Senator Furnifold Simmons of 
North Carolina, for years the in- 
carnation of classic Democratic 
tax doctrines, working hand in 
glove with his anctent antagonist 
of the Finance Committee, Sena- 
tor Smoot of Utah, to put across 
a tax b‘ll designed almost solely 
to benefit the posyessors of large 
incomes and the holders of great 
fortunes.

When 
entirely dissolved, add the almond 
oll, salt and alum, stirring it in 
carefully so that it blends. 

This preparation should be kept 
in a porcelain jar that can be 
sealed. To apply, roll a bit of 
cotton around an orange wood 
stick, dip it into the preparation 
and apply to the cuticle.
